dramatic  series  making  its  debut  on  the  ABC-TV  net  Tuesday,  October  6,  9 :30-10:30pm. 
Segal  reaped  critical  acclaim  for  his  direction  of  the  late  "Celaneee  Theater”  cap¬ 
ping  many  other  show  assignments . CBS  Television  signed  Ben  Brady  to  produce  the 

"Red  Skelton  Show,”  making  its  debut  from  Hollywood  on  Tuesday,  September  15,  8:30- 
9pm.  Brady  produced  "Those  Two"  in  Hollywood  and  recently  wrote  the  pilot  for  the 

new  ABC  Ray  Bolger  series . DuMont  closed  its  pioneer  Studio  A  in  New  York’s  John 

Wanamker  building,  with  all  future  New  York  production  scheduled  for  the  nev;  Tele- 
Centre  and  the  Ambassador  and  Adelphi  Theaters. 

CLOSED  CIRCUIT  NOTES:  Current  controversy  before  the  FCC  concerning  film 
costs  in  adding  up  new  station  budgets  has  revealed  a  major  hole  in  current  TV 
thinking.  The  blueprint  for  economical  local  station  operation  was  laid  out  bv 
Sarkes  Tarzian  in  19^9-50  when  his  WTTV  went  on  the  air  in  Bloomington,  Indiana, 
the  smallest  of  the  freeze -era  TV  markets.  Even  cheap  film  can  be  more  expensive 

than  intelligent  live  programming  in  terms  of  potential  audience . Despite 

opinion  and  optimistic  stories  to  the  contrary,  Ross  Reports’  surveys  of  TV  program¬ 
ming  and  program  origination  over  the  past  year  show  very  little  shift  out  of  New 
York  as  an  originating  point  for  live  programs  —  also  balance  of  live  and  film 
programming  has  not  turned  to  the  latter  on  local  stations  as  many  West  Coasters 
had  predicted  earlier  in  the  year.  Film  series  made  without  network,  sponsor  or 

big  bankroll  backing  are  headed  for  trouble  according  to  statistics . American 

Petroleum  Institute  figures  show  that  Its  industry  films  have  had  over  80  station 
showings  throughout  the  country  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  plus  one  network 
use.  It's  latest,  "Man  on  the  Land,"  a  1^ -minute  color  and  animation  production, 
will  be  shown  at  the  Edinburgh  Film  Festival  this  Fall.  Another  new  one,  "American 
Frontier, "  is  slated  for  October  release  under  the  aegis  of  the  Oil  Industry  Infor¬ 
mation  Committee.

EDUCATORS  WORK  WITH  COMMERCIAL  STATIONS,  closely  cooperating  to  develop  new 
techniques  with  existing  facilities.  Columbia  University’s  Graduate  School  of  Jour¬ 
nalism  announced  that  the  school  has  a  new  16mm  sound  camera  and  film  editing  equip¬ 
ment  to  be  used  in  preparing  on-the-spot  reports  for  use  on  the  Columbia  "News-O- 
Rama,  "  30 -minute  news  program  presented  over  New  York’s  WPIX.  Idea  is  to  develop  new 
TV  reporting  techniques.  The  equipment  purchase  was  made  possible  by  a  $25,000  grant 
from  the  William  Morris  Agency,  which  handles  Columbia’s  Pulitzer  Prize  material  for 
TV.

Fights  (Sat,  9-9 :*4 5pm) /Chicago  Bears  and  Chicago  Cardinals  Football  Games  (s t art ing 
Sept.  20,  Sun  2-^:i^pm);  Frank  Leahy  Show  (starting  Sept  27,  Sun  7 QO-T EST); 
Notre  Dame  Football  (starting  Sept  27,  Sun,  7:^5"9pm  EST). 

NEWS  BRIEFS:  There  were  214,895,000  U.S.  homes  with  TV  sets  August  1,  according 
to  NBC  Research,  with  376,000  installed  during  July . .  .KBJ-TV,  Bollywood,  has  ad¬ 

ded  an  "Impositor"  to  its  equipment  for  handling  live  commercials  for  Ford  during  its 
Pacific  Coast  League  baseball  telecasts.
